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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 



Claims 1-15 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 , the 
phrase "wherein the alloy comprises" is superfluous. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the 
various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the 
obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each 
claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order 
for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 
U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
53070916 I view of USP 4872048 to Akutsu. 

JP 53070916 in abstract discloses the features including the Cu base alloy with 
O content from 0.0003 to 0.015 wt.% (30 to 150 ppm) and IACS 99.8-101.1% except for 
Mg, softening temperature, and various applications of the alloy. However, Akutsu 
discloses that Mg is known as deoxidizer (col. 3, lines 21-30 and col. 4, lines 11-18). 
Oxygen can be controlled below 35 ppm (col. 2, lines 46-47). The Cu alloy can be 
produced with softening temperature 400 °C or higher (col. 1 , lines 35-37) in the same 
field of endeavor or the analogous metallurgical art. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of the cited references at the time the 
invention was made to provide JP 63070916 with Mg as taught by Akutsu because the 
set forth benefits and function entail the motivation of one skilled in the art to make a 
claimed compound, in the expectation that compounds similar in structure will have 
similar properties . It has been held that combining known ingredient having known 
functions, to provide a composition having the additive effect of each of the known 
functions is within realm of performance of ordinary skill artisan. In re Castner, 186 
USPQ 213 (217). The use of conventional materials to perform their known functions in 
a conventional process is obvious. In re Raner, 134 USPQ 343 (CCPA 1962). 

With respect to use the high conductivity copper alloys in various applications as 
recited in claims 8-1 1 , that replacing existing copper alloys with higher electrical 
conductive copper alloy is contemplated within ambit of ordinary skill artisan.
